5. Claims 1-10 and 15-25 are canceled by the applicants. 

6. Claims 11-14 and 26-31 (now renumbered as 1-6, 8, 9, 7, and 10, respectively) 
are allowed. 

The examiner's statement of reasons for allowance for Claims 28 and 29 has already been 
given in Office Action paper #20050620 mailed on 6/28/2005. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance for the remaining 
claims. The prior art fails to teach the apparatuses of Claim 1 1, 26, and 31 which comprise 
specifically the following feature in combination with other limitations: 
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— for Claim 1 1 , a controller which sets the quantity of image distortion to a maximum in 
a predetermined range when the quantity of image distortion detected by said sensor exceeds the 
predetermined range and makes said corrector correct the image according to the corrected 
quantity of image distortion, wherein the image distortion corrected includes at least one of 
magnification distortion, bow distortion and skew distortion; 

-- for Claim 26, a controller which sets the image distortion to a predetermined value 
when the image distortion detected by said sensor exceeds the predetermined range and makes 
said corrector correct the image according to the predetermined value, wherein the image 
distortion corrected includes at least one of magnification distortion, bow distortion and skew 
distortion; 

— for Claim 3 1 , a controller which sets the image distortion to a predetermined value 
when the image distortion detected by said sensor exceeds the predetermined range and controls 
said corrector correct the image data according to the predetermined value, and which continues 
a print operation even though the image distortion detected by said sensor exceeds the 
predetermined range, wherein the image distortion corrected includes at least one of 
magnification distortion, bow distortion and skew distortion.
